When Mike Harris and his 
entourage stopped at the Four Points 
on Thursday September 17, 
Sudburians gave a definite response - 
although maybe not quite the type of 
response Harris had wanted. 

Protesters showed up outside 
the hotel when the caucus began, and 
continued to picket long after all the 
politicians had left the meeting, with 
the number of protesters at one point 
reaching over 400. Their slogans 
("Education shouldn't be a debt sen- 
tence!") and chanting ("Hey hey, ho 
ho, Mike Harris has gotta go!") 
weren't just for Harris benefit - they 
also caused a lot of honking from 
passing cars. Apparently, something 
in Premier Harris' budgeting plans 
has struck quite a chord with Sud- 
bury citizens, as well as with people 
all over Ontario. 

TTic protesters weren't just 
upset students or angry teachers ei- 
ther - people of all ages and job de- 
scriptions were there to try to change 
the way Premier Harris is going about 
balancing the budget. Secondary 
school teachers mingled with union 
representatives; six-year-old kids 
shouted anti-Mike slogans into 
bullhorns; groups of people holding 
urgent discussions formed at random; 
and reporters canvassed it all. Police 
were stationed at the entrances to the 
hotel, making the Four Points look a 
little like a high-security military in- 
stallation - quite the feat for a place 
with an indoor, heated pool. 

Leaflets were given out to 
everyone who passed through the 
crowd to explain why the protesters 
were upset with Harris' plans. The 
brochure said that the policies of the 
Harris government "have hurt most 
of us in Northern Ontario and across 
the province" and gave reasons why: 
"Bill 1 60 has hurt our Educa- 
tion system including students, teach- 
ers, support workers and parents. 

"Cuts and policy changes have 
drastically hurt people on social as- 
sistance - especially women and chil- 
dren. 

"Our Health Care has been 
under attack affecting us all - from 
patients, to nurses, to support work- 
ers and d(Ktors. 

"Co-op and Non-Profit Hous- 
ing has been detrimentally affected 
by government politics. 

"Basic Union rights have been 
undermined. 

"The rights of women and 
minorities have been pushed back - 
including cuts to serv ices for battered 
women and the ending of equity pro- 
grams. 

"People with disabilities have 
been hurt by changes in social sup- 
port programs.

"The elderly have been hurt 
by social program cuts. 

"Post-Secondary Education 
has been cut back and rising tuition 
fees are making higher education 
more and more the preserve of the 
wealthy. 

"The environment has been 
under attack with the weakening of 
environmental protection standards." 

The brochure mentioned sev- 
eral upcoming protest events, nota- 
bly the Canadian Federation of Stu- 
dents Week of Action Against Esca- 
lating Tuition Fees and Cuts to Post- 
Secondary Education, Oct. 13 - 16, 
and the Goodbye Mike Harris March 
and Rally, in Ottawa, Saturday Oct. 
17th. For further information, read- 
ers were told to consult the Sudbury 
and District Labour Council or the 
Sudbury Coalition for Social Justice. 

Representatives for all types 
of concerns could be found at the 
protest rally, some with warning signs 
of the upcoming closing of a Sudbury 
co-op, and others objecting to height- 
ened tuition fees (no shock there) or 
job cuts. TTie protesters were more 
than willing to talk to the local press 
about their concerns, including the 
humble representatives of Lambda. 

Of the protesters interviewed, 
two were concerned mainly with edu- 
cation, two with job cuts, and one 
with housing problems - a pretty fair 
cross-section of the protesters present. 
Their ages and occupations varied 
widely, from secondary school stu- 
dents to established teachers, but all 
of them felt the same anxiety about 
the way Harris has been handling 
Ontario's budget. 

Those concerned with educa- 
tion were Marshall SterlingCampbell, 
one of the rally's organizers, and 
Todd Bozak, who is a familiar face at 
Laurentian, and is also the Vice Presi- 
dent of Student Issues with the SGA 
for the 1998-99 student year. 
Campbell said that he was at the rally 
because his son is a third-year stu- 
dent at LU, and that he was con- 
cerned with proper funding for edu- 
cation. It's an understandable point 
ofview; schools without funding tend 
to have to raise tuition, and raising 
tuition is never popular with the stu- 
dents involved. Schools without fund- 
ing are also reluctant to make changes 
to the time teachers spend working or 
to the curriculum; new materials are 
expensive. 

Campbell said that Harris has 
to clarify where school boards and 
university governments are to get the 
money to make the changes proposed 
in new government policies. One 
example he cited was the separate 
school board, which is "on strike 
because the board thinks it doesn't 



have the money [to make the 
changes]. Harris says [they] do. Well, 
where is it?" According to Campbell, 
if Harris can't make himself more 
understandable to school boards, he 
should let things continue on as 
they've been. Another concern was 
cutbacks to medicare programs, 
which have reduced the ability of 
many elderly people to purchase 
needed medication. Campbell said 
that this was a strategy "that I just 
can't believe. . ." because in many 
cases, the drugs are necessary for the 
person to continue a normal life. 

Todd Bozak was also there 
for education-related reasons; accord- 
ing to him, action must be taken be- 
cause "this is the worst [students have] 
seen accessibility in education in the 
history of Ontario . . . and we're 
compelled to tell [Harris] what we 
think of it." Bozak wasn't sure 
whether or not Harris could still pull 
himself out of the fire where educa- 
tion is concerned, with so many cuts 
and so many unpopular programs 
currently out there, but suggested that 
an established grants system would 
be "a minor start towards redeeming 
himself with students." Although 
Harris himself may not be affected 
by the protests going on across On- 
tario, Bozak said, the voters defi- 
nitely will be - and the blaring of 
horns from supportive motorists 
throughout the entire protest seems 
to back him up. 

Other protesters had concerns 
less related to the education neces- 
sary to find a job than to finding a job 
in the first place. Red Champaigne 
and Julien Dionne were both prima- 
rily concerned with Harris policies 
regarding unions and job cuts, but 
their focuses differed slightly. 
Champaigne worries that Premier 
Harris plans to "lower [the Ontarian] 
standard of living 'til we're all work- 
ing for minimum wage." He didn't 
like the ideaof being told what wages 
to work for, and hoped that the pro- 
tests would eventually change the 
Premier's mind. 

Julien Dionne was at the pro- 
test because, as far as he's concerned, 
"[Premier Harris] is not the friend of 
anyone in Ontario ... he does not do 
anything for the working people in 
Ontario." He was confident that the 
protest was a useful way of getting 
the public's viewpoint across to 
Harris, because although there is al- 
ways the option of writing or faxing 
the government in question, protest- 
ing is the most graphic, visible method 
of demonsu-ating the public's dis- 
pleasure. "What do you do? What's 
the option? You can stay home and 
do nothing, and let the world go by , or 
you can come out and do something.

and let your voice be heard !" Dionne ' s 
only advice to Harris was to quit 
politics and take his budgeting ideas 
with him. An idea that seemed to be 
popular with surrounding protesters. 
Jodi, a Sudbury Secondary 
student, was perhaps the most vehe- 
ment of all the protesters there. Her 
main concern was the cuts the Harris 
government has made to social as- 
sistance, which reduced the amount 
of money her family has to live on, 
and almost caused them to lose their 
home. "It's not my mom's fault she's 
a single parent of four children," Jodi 
said. Punishing herfor having to care 
for her family is "just not cool." Jodi 
was also concerned about her teach- 
ers' loss of preparation time, but her 
main desire was that Harris "stop 
making cutbacks on single parents 
and welfare." She wasn't sure whether 



or not the protests were having any 
kind of effect on Harris and his poli- 
cies, but said that everyone just had to 
do all they could. Judging by the 
number of protesters still marching 
in front of the hotel two hours after 
Harris had left for Lively, it seems 
her sentiments were shared. 

The sun began to go down, 
and the ranks began to thin out some- 
what as a slightly chilly breeze began 
to blow; still, chanting was audible, 
signs were visible, and honking horns 
were as common as ever. Although 
the Premier never did address the 
crowd of protesters, who were unde- 
niably anxious to see him, no one 
seemed disappointed. The crowd's 
energy level never dropped, and 
shouts of "Mike Harris has gotta go" 
resounded into the evening sky for 
quite awhile longer. 
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Howard Hampton Sounding Fami-liar

Friend or Foe? 

Ron MacDonald Presents His Case For Increased

Last week an article appeared 
in the Lambda by Todd Bosak, VP 
Student Issues at Laurentian Univer- 
sity, who denounced Ron MacDonald 
for his recent vote on raising the 
already exorbitant price of tuition. 
To those who are unfamiliar with this 
seemingly unsympathetic person, he 
is one of the governors presiding on 
LU's Board of Governors. Now be- 
fore electing Mr. MacDonald as our 
communal scapegoat, it is important 
to know the issues at hand. Up until 
last week, Todd Bosak has been un- 
successful at procuring an explana- 
tion out of a reluctant Ron 
MacDonald. Yet, last night I was 
fortunate enough to question Ron 
MacDonald personally on this matter 
ahd hear it "from the horse's mouth", 
as they say. This conversation took 
place at the All-Candidates Meeting 
for Sudbury's Regional Chair. Sud- 
bury's new Regional Chair will be 
chosen on October 5, and Ron 
MacDonald is one of the twelve can- 
didates. After I introduced myself to 
him as an LU student, he knew imme- 
diately what I was digging for, and 
before long I threw the inevitable 
question to him. "Mr. MacDonald" I 
asked in longing curiosity, "why is it 
that you support the raising of tuition 
fees?" 

His answer, shockingly 
enough, was devoid of the political 
rhetoric which is so often used by 
public personalities as a first line of 
defense. "What the hell are you go- 
ing to do", he proclaimed in excite- 
ment, "I support it because it's either 
that or cut the programs or lay off 
people, and I can't see cutting the 
programs and I can't see laying off 
people." This seemed to me to be a 
logical enough explanation. 

From here on in, the discus- 
sion took on the guise of an Econom-

ics 101 class through an illustration 
of the supply and demand principle. 
He believed that without raising tui- 
tion levels the University would be 
forced out of financial strain to cut 
some programs, typically those that 
attract less enrollment and that have 
less demand than others. He went on 
to explain that "if we want to keep the 
programs for the students who go 
there, we have got to make some 
decisions. The more you cut the 
programs the less opportunity the stu- 
dents have so they have to go out of 
town." 

Keen on persuading me on 
this point, he cleverly attempted to 
play on my sympathy by declaring "I 
have got three boys... if I had to send 
them to Toronto, I probably could not 
afford it!" 

As a hypothetical question, I 
asked him what programs he thought 
would be cut first as a result of 
rollbacks. Without hesitation he said, 
"probably some of the bilingual 
ones... what they will look at is the 
smaller classes... there [are] certain 
programs that make you money and 
there [are] other programs that lose 
money." 

I then commented that it was 
too bad that the French and bilingual 
classes would be the most likely to 
go, as they are an important part to 
the university's image, MacDonald 
agreed and stated ""you have got to 
have a bilingual university, that is our 
strength." I then asked him why the 
University budget has dwindled to 
the point of involving such measures, 
to which he replied "we have only got 
so much money, most of the money 
comes from the government and 
Harris keeps cutting back the money, 
the only other money we have is from 
tuition fees and from the books sold." 

We then discussed the possi- 
bility of shifting the financial burden 
from the already thin pockets of the 



students to the university staff. 
MacDonald began to denounce the 
overpayment of our university's staff, 
namely the professors. He explained 
that "76% of the cost goes to admin- 
istration and wages. Why doesn't 
somebody say something about that? 
76% of the budget goes to the univer- 
sities wages and benefits. Some of 
the professors are [making) up to 
$130 to $140 thousand, it's outra- 
geous! I want the university to sur- 
vive, and I want people to make a 
living." If Mr. MacDonald feels so 
strongly on this point, I wonder if he 
will take the initiative and bring it up 
at the next Board of Governor' s meet- 
ing? 

In Ron MacDonald's opening 
statement at the meeting, he was quick 
to point out that he is an active fund 
raiser for Laurentian University, 
Cambrian College, and other organi- 
zations such as the Special Opportu- 
nities Centre. Thus he seems to have 
a genuine interest in Laurentian Uni- 
versity, which allows us to consider 
more seriously his earnest claim for 
higher tuition fees. After the meet- 
ing, however, I approached candi- 
date Gerry Mclntaggart, who is also 
a Sudbury city counselor, and asked 
him what his thoughts were on 
MacDonald's tuition hike proposal. 
His personal view towards tuition 
fees is that "we should look at reduc- 
ing, and if we cannot reduce then we 
should cap them." And then, only 
moments after MacDonald boasted 
of fundraising for Laurentian, 
Mclntaggart lamented that "he did 
not come here and ask regional coun- 
cil to help lobby the provincial gov- 
ernment for funds to help keep tui- 
tion down." 

As this debate over tuition 
hikes continues in the community, it 
is essential that students get involved 
and make their voice heard; for we 
cannot afford otherwise.

Censorship Newest Anti-Indian Tactic 

Amidst all the controversy over centralization of the media, or "corporate 
ownership" if you will, the reality of fast-paced big business always afforded the 
faithful, like myself, some measure of comfort - businessmen have bigger fish to 
fry than the contents of their newspapers, we thought. Until now. 

On Monday, a press release from the Assembly of First Nations, entitled Censorship 
Newest Anti-Indian Tactic, came across my desk. The man responsible for its release, Native 
issues journalist Maurice Switzer, decried the censorship in sixty British Columbian community 
newspapers of opinions in support of the recently signed Nisga'a Treaty in that province. The 
newspapers are owned by Black, not Conrad as many knowing media watchers would suspect, 
but a fellow by the name of David. David Black also owns newspapers in Alberta and 
Washington State. 

In a telephone interview on Tuesday, Switzer agreed that newspaper proprietors do not 
habitually interfere with the editorial policy of the newspapers they own. In thirty years as 
journalist, he said he was never called by the owner regarding story angles. He did point out, 
however, that editorial control by other means are a widespread reality in Canada. First, as we 
saw with Conrad Black at the Ottawa Citizen, new owners simply hire persons who can 
reasonably be expected to mimic the owner's political views. Second, self-censorship for fear 
of reprisal, or outright dismissal, should not be discounted as a form of editorial control. 

What makes David Black's action so insidious is that his appears to be the first 
contemporary incidence of direct editorial control by ownership. Said Switzer, "He ought to be 
ashamed of himself. He really should cash in his chips and leave journalism to those with a 
greater sense of public duty." 

Switzer agrees that newspaper proprietors ought to have editorial privilege for their own 
opinions, but not at the exclusion of opposing points of view. Indeed, it is the presentation of 
these divergent opinions that provokes meaningful public discourse on the issues of the day. 

We could not agree more. 

Shame on you, David Black.

The Canadian Federation of 
Students has called for a 'Pan-Cana- 
dian week of Action' on October 1 3 
to 16. During that time thousands of 
students from coast to coast will be 
stating in a unified voice that educa- 
tion should be accessible. I know 
what some of you are saying, 'an- 
odier demonstration, what's the use?' 
This is understandable. We as stu- 
dents have seen tuition go up over 
158% across Ontario in the past 10 
years. Is it really believable that the 
protest movement has had any ef- 
fect? Yes it is. It is hard to look at our 
failures and try to see any effective- 
ness that student power has. Perhaps 
we should look at ourvictories. Let's 
look at 1991, for example. At this 
time, the Federal Government at- 
tempted to attach a 3% tax to student 
loans.

On the 
other hand, if we make a lot of noise, 
they may think twice. 

While the Board is not elected

in our community. If a mobilization 
occurs that effectively puts forth the 
message that we cannot afford an- 
other increase, will our Board really 
be able to not listen? If we as students 
make it crystal clear that enough is 
enough, we will be heard. 

So in October, let's show "em 
all that we are not merely students. 
Instead, let's show them that we are a 
student movement. A movement ca- 
pable of articulating demands, stand- 
ing together and providing political 
fallout if not listened to. 

Stay tuned for week of action 
events in October and if you do noth- 
ing else this year, come on out and 
march with your fellow students.

The Counselling and Re- 
source Centre is part of the Office of 
Student Life and offers, as its name 
suggests, counselling of any and all 
sorts: from personal to career to aca- 
demic. It also has a Resource Centre 
with information on academic pro- 
grammes, careers and jobs, and in- 
ternational opportunities. Come and 
check it out. 

Today, I want to let you know 
about career issues at the first year 
level. The major career decision 
most of you will have to make this 
year is what to choose as your con- 
centration, or major subject, in your 
upper years. Perhaps you have al- 
ready made a choice, in which case, 
this is an opportunity to check your 



decision. Is this really the area you 
want to be in? If you haven't yet 
decided, now is the time to begin 
thinking about it. 

The word "career" has the 
sense of "path" or "way". Today, 
more than ever before, people have to 
create their own careers; all of us 
have to take responsibility for, and 
control of our own "path". This is 
because permanent jobs are ever 
scarcer and more and more people are 
working part-time, on contract, and 
for themselves. So the direction we 
take has to come increasingly from 
ourselves, our interests, skills, val- 
ues, natural strengths. 

To help you with this process 
of self-assessment, the Counselling 
and Resource Centre is offering a 
series of Career Testing workshops 
designed particularly for first year 
students but open to anybody who is 
trying to decide on which direction to 
steer his or her career.

Tattoo You

You see them everywhere: on 
people 's arms, their legs, theirchests, 
their ankles, feet, back and numer- 
ous other places. Tattoos, in the past 
couple of years, have become com- 
monplace and even part of popular 
culture. A practice, that fifteen or 
twenty years ago was reserved for 
the few tough guys who walked the 
line between bad and bad to the 
bone, has become popular and 
widely-accepted today. Those days, 
where the only tattooed people were 
big, hairy, dirty, dangerous biker 
types have all but disappeared. 

I guess that it is a sign of the 
times. Living in the late twentieth 
century, most of us Generation Xers 
have lost our way and feel institu- 
tionalized and apathetic about a great 
many things.. We feel like we are 
part of a huge factory where every- 
one and everything is the same. So, 
in an effort to break out of this mun- 
dane mold, people have turned to the 
tattoo as a form of self-expression 
and individuality. 

For those of you who don 't know, 
a tattoo is made by placing coloured 
pigments in between the base layer 
of your skin and the constantly- 
changing upper layer. The pigment 
bonds to the skin cells and is visible 
through the translucent upper layer 
of the skin. The result is a permanent 
piece of art on your body. The method 
of getting that ink to the bottom layer 
can vary but, generally, it involves 
using a needle or needles, either hand 
held or part of a sophisticated tattoo- 
ing gun, and sticking that needle 
through the upper layers of skin ad 
infinitum until it reaches the bottom 
layer. The procedure can last several 
hours. 

Now maybe its just me, but there 
is something a little less than appeal- 



Types of Tattoos 



There are many types of tattoos. 
Here are just a few of the most popu- 
lar: 

Black and Gray Work - just what it 
sounds like. The tattoo is done with 
only tones of black and gray. This 
style originated in the prison systems 
of the United States, due to the prob- 
lems in obtaining coloured ink. This 
style is ultra refined and highly de- 
tailed and is very popular today. 
Traditional - These pieces have bold, 
black outlines, strong black shading, 
and bright colours. The style was 
first developed to meet the needs of 
busy tattooers near military bases (it 
was a no-nonsense and quick way to 
tattoo) and to utilize the limited col- 
our palette available to a tattooist in 
the thirties and forties. 
Fineline - Delicate outlines, often 
highly detailed. Black and gray work 
is almost always done in this style, as 
there are many colour pieces. The 
success ofthe finished tattoo depends 
a great deal on the artist's use of 
negative space, and he or she refrain- 
ing from addingevenmore detail. An 
overly detailed fineline tattoo, or one 



that was not carefully planned out, 
may dissolve into mush after a few 
years. 

Tribal - Bold, black, silhouette style 
designs. Most of this work is based 
on ancient tattoo designs, though 
nowadays artists tend to go more for 
the feeling evoked by the traditional 
designs, rather than copying them 
exactly. It's a wonderful strong look 
that, when inked by a skilled tattoo- 
ist, will certainly stand the test of 
time. 

Realistic - Photographic-quality 
work, usually portraits or nature 
scenes. 

Custom - Original work designed 
just for you. 

Oriental - This style of tattooing is 
more concerned with approach than 
subject matter. It utilizes the entire 
body as canvas, rather than the west- 
em approach of adding a tattoo here 
and there as the spirit moves you. 
The Oriental style usually incorpo- 
rates swirling patterns and figures 
from eastern mythology into the de- 
signs. 




ing about having a needle jab into 
my skin time after time. I've had 
friends get tattoos and tell me every- 
thing from "I hardly felt it" to "it hurt 
like hell." It is, therefore, difficult to 
know who and what to believe. But 
one thing is for certain, everyone 
that I know who suffered through 
the procedure was ecstatic with what 
the pain has yielded them. 

I remember meeting this guy 
named Eli one day at the grocery 
store in which I work. He was a 
middle-aged fellow from Cache Bay 
who was biding his time doing prod- 
uct demonstrations until he could 
get his PGA tour card. He had a 
tattoo and he showed it off to every- 
one. Before showing anyone, he 
would build the tattoo up to be the 
greatest work of art ever produced. 
With anticipation high, he lifted his 
left sleeve and exposed the work of 
art. I remember how insulted he got 
when I couldn't stop laughing. On 
his arm was a series of little dots that 
spelled out 'EL'. Suffice it to say 
that Eli was not the sharpest crayon 
in the box. When he was a teenager, 
Eli decided to give himself a tattoo 
with ink from a pen and a sewing 
needle. He wanted to tattoo his 



name into his arm for all of the world 
to see. Instead, he spilled what little 
ink he had and made his arm bleed so 
badly that he had to cover it up before 
he could finish the last letter. But still, 
Eli was proud of his tattoo. He walked 
around and showed it off to everyone 
that he met (maybe that was why most 
people found him very strange). He 
had a sense of confidence, a sense of 
individuality in a world that frowns 
upon differences. He had an unspoken 
bond with his tattooed brethren who 
couldn't bring themselves to laugh at 
him. 

Techniques and acceptance have 
come a long way since Eli's youth, but 
he shows that if there is one constant 
that transcends both time and cultures, 
it is the need to be an individual. I am 
forced to ask myself why anyone would 
put a permanent marking on their body 
for the sake ofbeing an individual. At 
first glance, there are thousands of 
things that we could do and never be 
the same as somebody else. But the 
more that I think about it, everything 
has been done, or is being done by 
someone. So, why not try something 
else? After all, at least you '11 look like 
everybody else while being an indi- 
vidual. 



Legality Of Body Ornamentation

In Canada there are no laws 
which outline where or how a tattoo 
and piercing studio can appear, nor 
are there regulations for studio own- 
ers to follow regarding cleanliness. 
Across Canada there are some prov- 
inces which have issued provincial 
guidelines, including Ontario, how- 
ever they are not entrenched in legal 
books. 

In Ontario, regional health 
inspectors have provided guidelines 
which help when inspecting tattoo 
studios to ensure that they have ad- 
equate sterilization equipment, as 
well as material and facilities for 
clean and safe tattooing. In Alberta 
tattoo artists are required to have a 
health permit and business permit. 
Most Canadian provinces just require 
a business permit. In Quebec, tattoo 
parlors are neither regulated nor in- 
spected because they are classified 
in the same category as tanning sa- 
lons and hairdressers. 



Inspectors usually inspect 
yearly and often only when there 
have been complaints made against 
an establishment. Inspectors have 
the authority to order changes if an 
operation falls short of provincial 
standards, or close it down altogether 
if necessary. 

Another issue that has 
recieved considerable debate, espe- 
cially in the United States, has been 
the tattooing of minors. Many tattoo 
parlors will not tattoo or pierce any- 
one who is under eighteen unless a 
guardian is in accompaniment. Many 
feel that the piercing of minors is 
inappropriate due to certain specific 
piercings, due to growth and legal 
issues. The threat of contamination 
is still present and therefore the Ca- 
nadian Red Cross will not accept a 
blood donation from anyone who 
was tattooed or pierced in the last 
year. 

One of the strongest draw- 
backs to regulation of tattooing and 
piercing is that if turned away, peo- 



ple will turn to friends or try to per- 
form their own piercing or tattooing. 
This is where contamination and the 
spread of disease can come into play. 
Many people in the tattooing 
and piercing industry would like to see 
the government get involved in some 
form of guidelines or regulations to 
ensure that those who are not properly 
equipped to perform body modifica- 
tion will not have an opportunity to do 
so. 
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A Piercing Issue 



Piercings 



Before you poke that needle 
through your nose there are a few 
things you should consider. There is 
potential risk when having a piercing 
done on your body. HIV, hepatitis B 
and hepatitis C are all diseases which 
are transmittable through shared nee- 
dles. In order to protect yourself there 
are things you need to know so when 
you go to the piercing studio you 
know what the business should be 
practicing to ensure your safety. 

Before doing your piercing 
talk to others who already have a 
piercing in that area of the body. Ask 
about their experiences and if they 
would recommend a piercing or any 
regrets they may have. If you are sure 
you want to go ahead with the pierc- 
ing you first need to choose a site on 
your body where you are piercing. 
Facial piercings may carry a social 
stigma or lead to a negative judge- 
ment. Concealed areas are covered 
by clothing and due to the lack of air 
and light the piercing may take longer 
to heal. 

When you go to the piercing 
studio you should look for a place that 
is clean and reputable. Talk to others 
and contact your local health unit to 
find out the reputation of the business 
you are going to. The piercer should 
be knowledgeable and answer any 
questions you may have. They should 



also appear clean, have no open sores 
and no one should be smoking in the 
piercing area. 

There should be no 
anesthetic used but there may be ice 
rubbed on the skin. The piercer should 
be wearing a new pair of rubber gloves 
and should be using disposable equip- 
ment. If not using disposable equip- 
ment then there should be an auto- 
clave sterilization unit in the shop. 
Make sure the piercer uses the steri- 
lized equipment in such a way that 
contamination does not occur. Stud 
guns are inappropriate for piercing 
because they cause too much trauma 
and often use an inappropriate grade 
of steel. Before piercing the site 
should be cleaned with an anti-mi- 
crobial soap. 

The jewelry should be made 
of smooth surgical or stainless steel, 
14k gold, niobium, or titanium to 
reduce the risk of infection and aller- 
gic reaction. Do not use another per- 
son's jewelry due to the health risks. 
Typically piercing jewelry is "O" or 
"U" rings that can only be removed 
by the piercer. 

After you have had your 
piercing there may be redness, swell- 
ing, and a collection of crusty mate- 
rial at the site. Do not touch the hole 
or the jewelry except to clean as the 
piercer will instruct. Be sure to make 



sure that clothing will not rub or 
disturb the piercing while it is heal- 
ing. 

The average piercing takes 
approximately four to six weeks to 
heal. However other piercings like 
navel piercings take four to six 
months. After it has healed if it still 
feels itchy even after being kept clean 
and there is redness or a discharge 
the piercing is probably infected. If 
you are showing no signs of healing 
or have signs of an infection see a 
doctor immediately. 

For unknown reasons a per- 
son's body may reject one piercing 
while accepting another. At times a 
body will reject a piercing even if the 
f)erson has been careful about keep- 
ing it clean. A severe infection can 
develop and then the jewelry needs 
to be removed. The piercing then 
heals and closes, leaving a scar. 

To help avoid infection the 
piercing should be kept clean and 
washed with antibacterial soap. Pierc- 
ers will instruct you in the proper 
care of your new piercing. Because 
the skin can heal to the jewelry you 
have to turn it three to four times a 
day. Also avoid swimming for two 
weeks after being pierced. 

If you tend to forget to clean 
your contacts or floss your teeth then 
maybe a piercing is not for you.

Tattoo Do's And Don'ts 



So you have finally decided 
that this is it, you want to get a tattoo 
that reflects you, that makes your skin 
your own, now where to begin? Start 
by calling around and talking to the 
tattoo artists in your area. Talk to 
others who have tattoos and ask (if 
they are satisfied with theirs) where 
they went to have theirs done. If a 
parlor won't answer your questions 
then don't give them your business. 

Next step is to know what it 
is you want and where you want to 
place it on your body. Don't forget 
you may have to explain a flaming 
skull that "looked cool on that other 
guy" to your grandchildren some day. 
After you have talked to friends and 
mentally prepared for the pain, stop 
and reflect on why you are getting 
this tattoo and make sure you are fully 
aware of the implications of having a 
tattoo. 

The most important step to 
getting a tattoo is that you protect 
yourself from diseases like AIDS and 
Hepatitis that are spread through the 
sharing of needles. The best way to 
protect yourself is to use the follow- 
ing checklist to make sure that the 
tattoo parlor you have chosen offers 
you that safety. 

* You should discover how 
long the shop has been in the busi- 
ness. Check with your local health 
department. 

* The tattoo artist should be 
clean, knowledgeable and helpful. 

* You should get a look at 
the stylist's portfolio. 

* Rubber gloves are manda- 
tory. 

* Tools should be in appro- 
priate packaging. 

* Appropriate procedure for 



preparing the skin and disposing of 
razors should be followed. 

* All equipment should be 
sterilized. 

* Proper handling proce- 
dures so sterilized articles are not 
afterward contaminated should be 
followed. 

* A client should see an 
autoclave sterilization unit in the shop 
otherwise a single-use needle is 
mandatory. 

* Tattooing inks should be 
kept in a disposable caps (Needles 
should never be dipped directly into 
ink bottles). 

* Ink must be disposed of 
after work is completed. 

* The needle should be dis- 
posed of in front of you. 

* The needle should be dis- 
posed of in a sharp container. 

* Counters should be wiped 
with disinfectant after each session. 

* An artist should cover the 
tattoo with a sterile dressing or band- 
age immediately after completion. 

If possible sit in on another 
persons tattooing session to see if the 
safety practices are in place. If at 
anytime you feel uncomfortable with 
the tattoo artist or the parlor itself 
leave. After going through the proce- 
dure of getting your tattoo there are a 
few things that should be done in 
order to ensure that it heals properly 
without infection. 

The bandages should be re- 
moved two to four hours after the 
tattoo was completed. Never pull the 
bandage, as it is adhering to the dress- 
ing then you have to soak it of with 
cool tap water. Pulling of a dressing 
that was slightly sticking can result in 



uneven coloring in the healing proc- 
ess. Wash the dressing gently with 
mild soap and cool water. Pat dry - do 
not rub! 

Polysporin, Keri lotion, or 
Vitamin E oil are recommend and 
should be rubbed all over the tattoo 
during the healing process (about 
two weeks). This helps the tattoo 
heal by keeping the skin pliable and 
reducing scab formations which can 
alter a tattoo. Petroleum jelly and 
alcohol should be avoided. 
Rebandaging the tattoo after you have 
removed the initial bandage is not 
recommended. 

Scabs should be left alone 
and not scratched or picked at. It is 
also important that rough fabric cloth- 
ing covering the tattoo does not pull 
at scabs. Removed or pulled scabs 
can remove surface colour and leave 
the tattoo with uneven shading. 

Avoid soaking the tattoo 
while bathing or placing it under the 
water jets while showering. To pre- 
vent infections avoid swimming in 
lakes, rivers and chlorinated pools 
and keep out of the sun during the 
healing process. The sunlight can 
cause fading of certain colours, espe- 
cially red, so after the tattoo is healed 
a strong sunblock is recommend 
whenever in direct sunlight. 

After any scabs fall off there 
may be a mottled appearance to your 
skin. This is a secondary scab and is 
to be expected. This secondary scab 
should also be left alone and not 
picked at. Most tattoos are finished 
healing after two weeks. A healed 
tattoo should feel completely smooth 
to the touch and should have no sheen 
to it. Now it is time to go and show 
off your tattoo! 



When I think about pain, few things make mc cringe more than 
having a sharp object piece through my body. But I must be alone in that 
category as people all around me have given in and lanced one part of their 
body or another. 

Piercing can be done in different ways. When my mother was a child, she 
had her ears pierced by having a hot sewing needle go through her ice-cube 
numbed ears. Just the thought of having that done gives me goose bumps. 
Nowadays, most piercings are done with a gun of sorts that quickly slices 
through the skin and makes the procedure as painless as possible. 

Piercing has had a long history in Europe with references dating back to 
the Roman Empire. Soldiers in Caesar's army pierced their nipples. In 
England, male members of the Victorian Court wore Prince Albert piercings 
as a dressing ring. The dressing ring was used to secure the penis to either leg 
with a string or thong, to suit the fashion of the time (pants were cut very 
closely at the crotch). 

Proper jewelry is a must for body piercings. For fresh piercings, the most 
commonly accepted metals are surgical stainless steel, niobium, and gold. 
Some jewelry will not allow the body to heal and may become or stay 
infected. If you bring jewelry with you, ask if it is appropriate for you type 
of piercing. 

Many areas of the body can be successfully pierced (though I cannot 
understand why anyone would want them pierced). They include: the tongue 
frenum, the tongue, the eyebrow, the nose, nipples, the ear (the rook, the lobe, 
the helix, and the conch), the navel, and other unfathomable areas below the 
waistline. 




Scarification

For those of you whose deviancy is not satiated with a simple tattoo 
or piercing, there is a more radical form of body modification. This form, 
generally called scarification, involves subjecting the body to some form of 
trauma and pain in order to get a scar. TTiere are different types of 
scarification. They include: branding, cuttings, and scarring. 

Branding is becoming increasingly popular nowadays. It is the process 
where you take something white hot (usually a piece of metal shaped in a 
particular design) and press it into your flesh so that it makes a serious bum 
and, eventually, creates a permanent scar. Branding is very dangerous as all 
bums are subject to infection. The process is not only dangerous but, I would 
assume, extremely painful. 

Branding shows up throughout history in many different cultures. Most 
of the branding that has been done in westem cultures was done as a means 
of marking criminals. TTie French would brand the Fleur de Lis into the 
shoulder of the offender and the mark was supposed to make the wearer a 
member of the "untouchable" class. The English branded people with 
different marks in different locations dependent upon the crime for which 
they were convicted. Cutpurses and pickpockets were given the punishment 
of an 'S' branded on their cheek. TheS indicated that the person was a slave 
and was thus forced into a life of indentured servitude. In addition, many 
African American fratemities have a long tradition of branding new pledges 
as an initiation rite. The brand, usually in the shape of the fraternity's Greek 
letter, is meant to be visible for life. The Rev. Jesse Jackson has such a brand, 
as does Emmit Smith of the Dallas Cowboys. 

Another form of scarification is called cuttings. Cuttings are made by a 
razor blade of other sharp object cutting into the skin. These are usually made 
in shapes of particular objects, and sometimes rubbed in with ink so that the 
scarofthe cutting shows up like a lined-in tattoo. The phenomenon of cutting 
has grown out of the gay community on the west coast of the United States. 
There are very few artists that do cuttings on a whim. Most of them demand 
that their client bring a detailed picture of what they want done. 

A third form of scarification is called scarring. Scarring is the making of 
marks on the body by making cuts. The most famous use of such techniques 
can be seen in Africa. Small cuts are made in the skin and ash is mbbcd into 
the cuts to produce a raised bump scar. Often, these scars and the process is 
part of a religious or social ritual. 

If you are thinking about trying scarification, beware. The experts all 
agree that scarification produces an incredible amount of pain, both during 
and for weeks after the procedure. And unlike tattoos or piercings, there is 
no way to cover up your scar.

Is it the fear of disease, the 
permanence, the parents, or perhaps 
the needles that is preventing you 
from getting that tattoo or piercing? 
Regardless of the reasons, there are 
those who feel that they are not ready 
to sport a tattoo when they are eighty 
and others don ' 1 1 ike the idea of extra 
holes years from now when they no 
longer want to wear noticeable 
jewelry. 

While tattooing and body 
piercing has become a mainstream 
fad in our culture, no one knows how 
long it will last and the permanence 
of the body orientation has led to 
people searching for alternatives. 

Temporary tattoos have 
changed. No longer just the prize in a 
Cracker Jack box, they can be pur- 
chased in many accessory stores and 
come in a variety of colours and de- 
signs. While they can be noticeably 
different from a real tattoo, many 
faux tattoos that are now produced 
are a close match. 

Another growing trend in 
body orientation is Mehndi. This in- 
volves a dye placed on the skin which 
stains the skin. However, it is tempo- 
rary and lasts one to two months. 
Many entertainers are resorting to 
Mehndi in their body ornamentation 
including Madonna. She was seen at 
the MTV music awards with patterns 
on her hands. Mehndi kits can be 
purchased in drug stores and other 
stores that sell body products. 

If you are contemplating a 



piercing that you may not want years 
from now perhaps you should try 
non-piercingjewelry, available if you 
don't want permanent holes in your 
skin. Stores carry clip in pieces which 
pinch around your ear, nose or lip to 
create the illusion of a piercing. Of- 
ten they are not detectable as faux 
because of the variety of designs avail- 
able. 

A company based in New 
York is now marketing magnetic 
jewelry which is an alternative to 
piercing. The jewelry attaches to vari- 
ous parts of the body with a magnetic 
backing which holds it in place. Pieces 
can be worn in places like upper ear, 
nose and lips. The faux lip studs can 
be easily removed before meals and 
for occasions where you do not want 
the faux piercing seen. Market re- 
ports suggest that many of the mag- 
netic customers are in professional 
fields of work where piercing is not 
always accepted. The only drawback 
to magnetic jewelry is that many end 
up swallowing magnets which makes 
the tongue not a favorable choice 
(there are no side effects to swallow- 
ing a magnet). For a navel piercing 
you need a deep navel to place the 
backing and stud. 

While there is a price asso- 
ciated with alternatives to tattoos and 
piercing, it is often much less then 
the cost of authentic body work. Aside 
from the monetary benefit, alterna- 
tives to tattoos and piercing do not 
leave lasting marks and holes upon 
your body when you no longer like 
this current trend. 




Tattoo Removal 



If you have something horrible 
and obscene decorating your skin, or 
the person whose name is in that 
heart on your arm just left you for 
your best friend, it may be time to 
consider your removal options. 

The first option is for those people 
who like being tattooed, but just don't 
like the one which adorns their body. 
For those people, a cover-up tattoo is 
a good option. Like its name sug- 
gests, a cover-up tattoo is a large, 
dark tattoo that covers up the old one. 
Usually these tattoos have heavy 
fields of black (examples would be a 
black panther, black rain clouds with 
lightning and so on). More colorful 
examples would include designs like 
a peacock - large and colorful enough 
tocoverupalmost any mistake. One 
must, however, shop around for a 
good artist when seeking out a cover- 
up tattoo. More often than not, cover- 
up tattoos are original pieces of work 
and the artist must be skilled as well 
as experienced in order for the cover- 
up to achieve its desired effect. 

A second option for those who 
don't like their tattoo is reworking. 
Reworking is similar to covering up 
in that it works with the tattoo that 
you already possess in order to make 
italittle better looking. Reworking is 



done in an effort to clean up the 
existing tattoo. It sharpens lines and 
improves the colour. 

A third option is laser removal. 
This advanced technique will work 
on almost any tattoo and will yield 
very low incidence of scarring or 
hyper-pigmentation. It is relatively 
painless; it is usually described as 
having a rubber band snapped across 
your skin. Laser removal, however, 
is very expensive and remains an 
option only to those who have deep 
pockets. 

For the masochistic people out 
there, there are also a couple more 
options. Dermabrasion is one of them. 
This technique is essentially done by 
rubbing sandpaper across your skin 
to the point where it removes the 
layer of skin to which the tattoo has 
been attached. Chemical peels and 
acids can also have the same effect. 
Personally, I'd stick to the lasertreat- 
ment. 

It is of paramount importance to 
listen to the professionals from within 
the field. Their slogan, "think before 
you ink", is the best advice when 
getting a tattoo. This way, you'll 
never have to worry about the pain 
and monetary expense involved in 
getting rid of it. 



Finding a Tattoo 



Getting a tattoo is one of the most 
permanent commitments that many 
of us will ever make. And if you are 
thinking, "but I can always get it 
removed", then you are definitly not 
ready to get one. We live in a dispos- 
able society and tattoos are decidedly 
permanent. That's what makes them 
scary, and that's what makes them 
powerful. Making an irrevocable 
choice is good for the soul. 

If you put energy and thought into 
choosing a tattoo design, it can be- 
come much more then just a piece of 
permanent jewelry. Properly chosen 
tattoos confer blessings on you. Ask 
yourself, "to what am I willing to 
commit forever?", "to what do I as- 



pire?", "what gives me strength?" 
Thinking about the answers to these 
questions can help you decide on the 
image or images that will compo.se a 
very personal tattoo. You'll also 
learn something about yourself in the 
process. 

You may want a custom tattoo, 
something created by the tattooist 
just for you, or you may find just the 
image you want in the designs hang- 
ing on the tattooist's studio wall. 
These designs are often slightly al- 
tered for each person anyway so that 
you still have something of a unique 
piece. 

When it comes to tattooing, your 
imagination is the only limitation. 



But a word of caution: although any 
image can be tattooed, some translate 
into the medium easier than others. 
In general, a big, bold image will 
look better on your skin than an overly 
detailed small piece. Most artists 
agree that bigger is better. 

Do try to be practical when choos- 
ing a tattoo design. Getting the name 
of your current love on your arm is 
almost always a sure route to a cover- 
up. And, incomprehensible as it may 
seem, the band whose music turned 
you on when you were twenty, may 
not have the same effect when you 
are forty. Your infatuations will of- 
ten fade quicker than the tattoo will.

Worlcplace Discrimination?

According to the Ontario Hu- 
man Rights Commison an employer 
can not discriminate against an em- 
ployee based on age, race, religion, 
place of origion and any other form 
of discrimination that is included in 
the Human Rights Code. 

Body modification is a topic 
that recently has become a area of 
interest for employer and employees 
alike. While an employeer can not 
discriminate against a body modifi- 
cation that pertains to the employees 
religion, where does the line get 
drawn? 

In Sudbury there have been 
insidences of students being sent 
home from highschool because of 
body piercings that the school officals 
felt were not appropraite. While saftey 
and health issues have been sitted as 
reason for students being sent home, 
school officals have also sited dress 
codes as reason for dismisal. 

In September of 1994 a stu- 
dent in Sudbury was sent home due to 
the size of her eyebrow piercing. The 
result of her being sent home was an 
agrement that she could wear a sleeper 
or stud in the piercing while in school 
and then after school hours wear the 
larger jewlery she preferred. 

For many schools it is a mat- 
ter of hygien and dress code. In terms 
of lab and physical education some 
feel that piercings posses a potencial 
harm for students through infec- 
tions. Laurentain does not have an 
policies which discurage students 
from wearing facial jewlery. How- 
ever students may wish to use thier 
own discression in labs and physcail 



education classes. 

In the United States, the Dis- 
ney Company did take their case to 
the Supreme Courts where they 
deffended their right to limit employ- 
ees jewlery , hair styles, and even nail 
colours. The court agreed that they 
had the right to set appeamce stand- 
ards in keeping with the family 
themes, as long as the company uses 
the same standard for all job 
aplications. 

Another American case 
steamed from a female employee of a 
grocery store who had recently 
pierced her nose when the store 
adopted a non-facial piercing policy. 
She was asked to remove the nose 
ring or she would have to leave work. 
An argement was reached that she 
would wear the ring until the six 
month healing process was finished 
then she would either remove the 
ring when working or find another 



job. One of the decidding factors 
stated by the judge was based on 
the private poll that was conducted. 
The poll concluded that 60% of 
the grocery stores customes did 
not want to be served by a cashier 
with a nose ring. 

Many feel that in the work 
place hygien and sanitiations are 
the key reasons why facial 
piercings would be discouraged, 
however when most employers are 
asked if they have has any cus- 
tomer complaints due toemployee 
piercings they had none to report. 

When you decide to pierce 
or place a tattoo visible to the 
public this is just one factor to 
consider. While discrimination is 
against the law, potemtail compa- 
nies that you would like to work 
for may have a dress code that 
discurages such body modifica- 
tions.

I Think i've Been Drugged and 

Sexuaiiy Assaulted? 

1 . If you or a friend feel dizzy , confused or have other unexplained symptoms 
after drinking a beverage, get to a safe place immediately by calling a family 
member, friend, the police, or 91 1. If you think you have been drugged you 
should go directly to a hospital emergency room. 

2. If you think you have been drugged and sexually assaulted, follow step 
number 1 and go directly to a hospital emergency room. Some hospitals have 
sexual assault care centres. If your's does not, call a rape crisis hot-line for 
information and support. 

3. Determine whether or not you want to report the incident to the police. If 
there is any chance you do want to report the incident, you should not shower, 
bathe, douche, change clothes or straighten up the area until medical and 
legal evidence has been collected, as these actions will destroy evidence. 

4. If you want to report the incident, you can call the police before going to 
the hospital to have the medical evidence collected or the police can be 
contacted from the hospital. Once at the hospital, request a test as quickly as 
possible to detect the presence of sedating substances. Chances of getting 
proof are best when the sample is obtained soon after the substance has been 
taken. Every hour matters. 

5. Try to keep a sample of the beverage for analysis.

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Cross-Country Voyageurs Tackle Ramsey Tour

The Cross-Country Vees were 
back at LU on Sunday, competing in 
this year's Ramsey Tour, an event 
sponsored by the Sudbury Masters 
running club. This event brought 
runners from the region to Laurcn- 
tian for competition in two road races; 
a five kilometre road race and a 
twenty-one kilometre half-marathon. 

The first event, the five kilo- 
metre road race, was run by athletes 
from both the men's and women's 
sides of the Cross-Country Vees. 
While the weather was considered a 
little warm at times, there were some 
good individual performances by 
LU's runners. 

The men's team was led by 
Aaron Pricur who had a time of 1 6:06 
and was the overall winner of the 
race. This win comes in spite of his 
relative inexperience in road races. 
His only other five kilometre road 
race was in this same competition the 
previous year. Prieur's win on Sun- 
day represents an improvement of 
close to a minute on his personal best. 

When asked for comment, 
Aaron said that he was "Happy to win 
... I feel that I probably could have 
gone quicker, probably under sixteen 
minutes. I'm pretty pleased with it." 
He credits the win to a rigorous sum- 
mer training program. "This is just an 
indication of the kind of shape I'm in 
now", said Prieur. 

When asked about the team's 
chances this year he lamented about 
the departure of Brian English, but is 
quick to mention Ryan Bradshaw, 
who is a past OFSAA champion in 
Cross-Country. 

"We look a lot stronger than 
last year. We have some good rook- 
ies coming up. We have a lot more 
depth", Prieur said. He predicts a 
finish of top six in the CIAU on the 



season. 

Positive team sentiments were 
also expressed by Lynn Perron, win- 
ner of the five kilometre women's 
race with a time of 20:02. She agrees 
that the team has "lots of depth". She 
supports Prieur in the suggestion that 
all of the rookies are really good this 
season. 

"I think we're going to do 
well. We don't have a superstar on 
the team or anything, but we're all 
really good together", said Perron. 
"Our season should be the best in the 
last few years." 

With regard to her strong per- 
sonal performance. Perron said that 
strategy was the key to her win. "We 
had a strategy all worked out before, 
and we all did it." 

"I feel a lot stronger than I 
have, so I'm hoping for good things. 
I'm just going to have fun with it and 
whatever happens happens. I don't 
want to put too much pressure on 
myself," Perron added. 

As far as the upcoming meets 
for the team are concerned, Perron 
expects a finish that is better than 
mid-pack, which would be an im- 
provement from last season. 

The twenty-one kilometre 
half-marathon was the other race that 
featured Cross-Country Vees in com- 
f)etition. The big winner in this race, 
however, was Mathematics Profes- 
sor Les Davison, who is a frequent 
competitor in marathons. His time 
was 1:20:10, besting top Vee Jason 
Bowerman by 3:28. 

"I just went with the first cou- 
ple of guys for the first few K's, and 
I felt strong, so I thought today's my 
day", said Davison who has come in 
second several times. "You just have 
to go as you feel some days." This 
season marks Davison's fifteenth year 
running marathons. 

Davison offered an interest- 
ing perspective on the Vees, one that 



came from an opponent's point of 
view. "I think, and I've heard, that 
the Vees will be very good this sea- 
son," said Davison, "I couldn't com- 
pete with them in their typ)e of races, 
but in the long runs I've still got a bit 
of an edge, and experience as well." 

Jason Bowerman, who had a 
fourth place finish in the half-mara- 
thon, said pacing was not a problem 
in the race. This was an exhibition 
event, so Bowerman had Coach Al 
Salmoni to thank for leading most of 
the way. 

"We caught up to Greg, our 
fellow teammate, on Ramsey Road 
and I decided to take off a bit, push it 
a little bit more, see what I could do," 
said Bowerman. This push vaulted 
Bowerman to a fourth place finish. 
with Greg Huffman finishing fifth, 
and Salmoni sixth. 

"I think we have a shot at top 
five, at least at OU's", said 
Bowerman, "and probably top ten at 
CI's." Bowerman paused for a mo- 
ment and said, "No, probably fifth at 
CI's." 

The Vees have a meet to pre- 
pare for this coming weekend in Lon- 
don. Some thoughts were offered by 
Coach Al Salmoni about the Vees 
upcoming meet at Western. He felt 
that the Ramsey Tour was good train- 
ing for Western because both have 
fast starts. Additionally, the coach 
mentioned that this race was particu- 
larly good training for the women's 
team because the distance is the same 
as the upcoming event. 

"Each runner has a different 
problem. One may be able to tolerate 
the fast starts, some may not be able 
to, some may be dying at the end," 
said Salmoni. "We want to basically 
work on these weaknesses and keep 
the strengths going too." 

The Cross-Country Vees are 
all very hopeful about the upcoming 
season, and the next meet at Western.

No statement was made regarding the possibility of Jason playing in either of the upcoming Vees games at LU 
this weekend.

As soon as 
the ambulance was gone, the whole 
Vees Soccer Team went of to the 
hospital as well. 

On Sunday, once the game 
was over, we received news that Jason 
had just been released from the hos- 
pital. We're not sure when, or if, 
we'll see Jason back on the field, but 
it's reassuring to know he'll be okay. 

The rest of Saturday's game 
was also filled with activity. Within 
one minute of the opening whistle, 
Rob Fijal had the ball and scored goal 
number one for the Vees. The Vees 
kept the ball in the Carleton end for 
most of the half and took many shots 
on net, but the Carleton goalie ap- 
peared as though he had glue on his 
hands. Despite many good scoring 
chances, he was not letting any more 
goals in that half. Carleton then went 
on to tie the game just before the end 
of the first half. 



Laurentian 's Peter Zorbas 
scored the next goal on a penalty shot 
at 41 :45. The Vees were now ahead 
by a score of 2- 1 and did not allow 
Carleton the opportunity to score 
another goal. Instead, they felt it 
necessary to solidify their win, and, 
with 18:30 remaining, Steve Wilson 
scored the third and final goal for the 
Vees. At the 80 minute mark Jason 
was injured, the ambulance was called

He 
was quickly back on the field to con- 
tinue heading the ball and playing as 
if nothing was wrong. Dave 
McDonald, former Soccer Vee, com- 



mented after the game that it doesn't 
really hurt. He should know, having 
played a game in 1995 with twenty- 
two stitches in his forehead. 

Steve Wilson proved this point 
by heading the second goal for Lau- 
rentian into the net after a comer kick 
by Rob Fijal with 7:45 left in the first 
half. 

Peter Zorbas had already 
scored the first goal for the Vees at 
20:15 on a pass by Jeff Ormonde. 
The Vees had kept the ball in the 
Queen's end for most of the game up 
to this point, and the first goal was the 
pressure paying off. 

Vnt second half began with 
the Vees up by a score of 2-0. Queen's 
barely brought the ball into the Vees 
end. When they did, the defense of 
Marc Hamilton, Lawrence Mahoney, 
Steve Wilson and Chris Miles quickly 
got the ball away from them and back 
to the Queen's end of the field. 

At 29: 40, Peter Zorbas scored 



his second goal of the game on a shot 
that the Queen's goaltender thought 
he had control of, but it rolled past 
him and into the net.
